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The Government of Canada, Department of External 
Affairs, offers annual awards to nationals of certain 
countries under its program of cultural exchanges. 
Included under the program are all areas of the arts, 
humanities, the social, physical and biological 
sciences and engineering. The awards are adminis- 
tered by the Canada Council and are tenable only 

in Canada. 

The awards are not for prospective immigrants to 
Canada, and award holders will be expected to 
return to their respective countries at the end of 
tenure. They will therefore be required to apply 
for a temporary residence visa, and not for landed 
immigrant status, from the Canadian Immigration 
Services in their home country. 

Depending on the Canadian university they will be 
attending, award holders must prove that they have 
adequate command of English or French, both 
written and spoken. Applicants who wish to attend an 
English-speaking university should take the TOEFL 
test (an acceptable score is between 500 and 550, 
depending on the university). Non-francophone 
applicants who wish to attend a French-speaking 
university must provide certification that they pos- 
sess adequate knowledge of written and spoken 
French, signed by the chairman of the French De- 
partment (or equivalent) of the institution they are 
presently attending. 

Given equal qualifications, preference will be 
given to applicants whose studies or research are of 
interest to Canada. 

Applicants are reminded that in Canada the 
academic year begins in September. 


The Department of External Affairs of Canada and the 
Canada Council reserve the right in case of uncer- 
tainty to interpret provisions of this brochure and any 
other conditions related to individual awards.
